FOOD VALUE OF COTTON SEED.

Contains More Protein and Fat.
Costs Same as Corn.

Columbia spesial in News and
Qourier:—In cosnection with the
recent discussion as to the food
‘value of cotton teed produoctr, it
is interesting to note that all au-
thorities are agreed that the
cotton seed hulls and meal make
a better for feed cattle than corn
or hay. It is also stated that ani-
mals like the cotton products be
cause of the palatable taste to
them,

The analysis of the various
cattle feed shows the following:

100 poundscorn coutains 10 10
pounds prote:n and fat.

100 pounds corn fodder con-
tains 6.4 pounds protein and fat.

100 pounds cotton seed meal
contains 45 pounds protein and
tar,

100 pounds cotton seed hulls
contain 7.50 pounds protein and
fat.

The whole corn costs $1.60,
the fodder or hay costs 50 cents;
the cotton seed meal costs $1.60,
the cotton reed hulls cost 55¢,
thus makipg the costs of the two
products of cotton the same,
practically, as the costs of the
corn and the redder.

Oun the day’s rations there is
saving of 7 cents on the meal
and hulle, and the animal gets a
pound more of muscle and fat.

TILLMAN IS IMPROVING.
In an Interview He Discusses the
Recent “Eruption” in the
House of Representa-
tives.

Atlanta, Ga,, April 2, —Asev
idence that Senator Tillman is
regaining bis faculties, he dis-
cussed politice for an hour today
at the local sanitarium where he
has been a patient since coming
here from Washington, His
theme us the recent “eruption”

‘as he termed it, in the house.

**The democrats played their
game poorly,” said Senator
Benjamin F. Tillman yesterday
in the first intervi»w he has giv-
en since his illness. He sat by
an open window at Robertson’s
sapitarium, bu' the cnly ewi-
dence of his recent illness was a
slowpess of enuuciation and a
slightly enfeebled voice. His
mind was keeuly active, and he
was much interes’ed 1n the re-
cent ‘‘eruption’, as he called it
in coungress.

““They played their game poor-
ly.”” he repeated, ‘“when they
called for that vote to declare
the speaker’s chair vacan: Ii
rallied the republicans, insur-
gents and all to Canuoun’s sup-
port, for a republican is first,
last and always a republican;
and a patriot—secondarily.

‘““There was no need for that
move,” the rena'or continued
“Cannon had been shorn of prac,
tically all power when they tock

gl trom him the privilege of nam

ing the commit'ee on rules;
and if the democrats had let mat-
ters stand, he would have been
practically lost. The result of
the call for a vote restored, in a
measure, his prestige.”’

“You do not think that Can-
non will ever regain ss much
péwer as be beld forynerlg, do
yout”’

“No,”” the senator replied,
s‘never as much., A part of his
power 18 gone, but he hasn’t slip-
péd far enough to break bis
neck.”
